~The Children’ Fund 


Help of women's organizations 
throughout Canada in sending mater- 
ial aid to children of Europe will be 
sought by the newly-formed women’s 
division of the Canadian Committee 
of the Save the. Children Fund under 
the chairmanship of Mrs, R, T, Tan- 
ner, it was announced today... 

Some Canadian organizations are 
already providing for the support of 
European children through thé Fund 
at a cost of $96. per*ohtidy per year, 
Others are sending kits of clothing or 
donating funds for the purchase of 
necessities such as cod liver oil, cocoa 
and vitamins, The Elks alone have 
contributed more than $90,000. to the 
Fund and are sponsoring 100 child- 
ren. 

Clothing and medicinal foodstuffs 
have been shipped by the Canadian 
Committee to Belgium, France, 
Greece, Holland, Italy, Luxemburg 
Norway and Yugoslavia, Its work 
has been endorsed by the late Pope 
Benedict XV and leaders of Roman 
Catholic and Protestant Churches. 

The Fund works in co-operation 
with UNRRA and assists in emergen- 
cies in which UNRRA aid is given. 
As well it does what it can with limi- 
ted supplies and equipment to save 
the children in countries where UN- 
RRA does not operate. 

“Children by the millions”, says 
Mrs. Tanner, “are in real danger of

Juvenile Delinquency Discussed 


By Adult Education Group 


‘Presidential Address 


To A.S.T.A. Conv'tion 


Henry EB. Spencer 

Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

It is with a great sense of relief 
and gratitude that since we last met 
we have been able to celebrate a world 
peace, This is no.time, however, to 
rest on our oars, anticipating that all 
will be well. May we hope that the 
nations of the worlrd will be-able té 
so conduct their future activities that 
we can continue te enjoy the benefits 
from a world at peace. 

We as school trustees have a great 
problem and a great responsibility. 
We have a trust imposed on us to see 


the opportunity of an education, If we 
fail in our duty, it will affect detri- 
mentally those of this and future 
generations. 

Earlier in‘the year, your Executive 
did not expect this Convention to be 
held on account of Federal Govern- 
ment regulations, However, these 
regulations were recently lifted, and 
I am therefore vety glad that we are 
able to again meet in annual ¢conven- 
tion and be able to discuss our mutual 
interests, 

Two very important problems con- 
tinue to appear to be those of finance 
and teacher shortage, for we are short 
of both, The second is largely caused 
by the need of the former. 

Nations the world over and partic- | 
ularly in the English-speaking coun- 
tries,-are recognized education to be 
a social responsibility of great impor- 
tance. More and more mohey is being 
voted by the central. Governments 
for this purpose. 

The people of this Province have 
recognized this important question 
for several years, No less than five 
Provincial-wide Conventions have 
yore on reoerd éf petitioning the Goy- 
ernment to meet 50% of the educa» 
tional cost. I regret to say, however, 
that the Government has turned a 
deaf ear to these requests. The same 
treatment was given to a joint dele- 
gation made up of members of the 
Alberta School Trustees’ Association 
and the Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion respectively when appealing for 
increased grants. Such action on the 
part of the Government has been very 
regrettable, particularly as most 
lavish promises were made in their 
platform with regard to education 
when only a year ago they asked for 
the support of the public, The revenue 
of this Province has nearly ogg 
during the past fifteen years; 
amount spent on education from aa 
eral Revenue has been small rere, 
ed with what should be spent on a 
service of such importance,

At the regular Friday meeting of 
the Adult Education group a most 
instructive and stimulating discussion 
of Juvenile Delinquency was ably led 
by Cpl, Beeching, R.C.M:P, 

Chl, Beeching presented the statis- 
tics on Juvenile Delinquency for Rur- 
al Alberta, which showed an increase 
of over one ,hundred per cent in four 
years, a significant and deplorable 
situation. He explained the Juvenile 
Delinquency Act, under which a del-: 
inquent is treated as a child capable 
of reform until proved otherwise. 
The court proceedings are closed and 
no reports are allowed in the news- 
papers. A group of six persons, three 
Catholic and three Protestant: from 
the delinquents community, may be 
present in the delinquent’s interests 
if there has been a petition signed by 
fifty people presented to the Jugge. 
This delegation report on the condi- 
tions prevalent in the community 
which may be contributing causes to 
the delinquency. 


Under the act. nine separate sen- 
tences are listed enabling the Judge 
to impose the one most suitable to 
the cage. It is satisfying to note that 
these sentences are corrective. in 
nature and allow ample opportunity 
for the delinquent’s reform. Also in 
definitly reformed cases, all the re- 
cords are destroyed so the delinquent 
has no court record whatsoever 


With the aid of diagrams, Cpl, 
Beeching. illustrated how impressions 
entering the childs mind through the 
five senses, rest in the sub-conscious 
mind, combine and later in the con- 
scious mind are _ transmuted into 
actions, He stressed that we, as 
parents must instil, from earliest 
babyhood, the principles’ of moral 
training, teaching our children’ to 
respect the rights of personal and 
public property... With a line repre- 
senting the span of the delinquent’s 
years, he pointed out the age of one 
to seven as the age of innocence, 
otreszging thot this is the age where 
we, ag parents, must instil the basic 
moral responsibilities; seven to 
twelve are the play years in which 
any delinquent tendancies may be- 
come apparent in play form; from 
twelve to eighteen are the years when 
the conscious mind may prepetuate 
the delinquency, the highest rate of 
delinquency being committed be- 
tween the ages fourteen and seven- 
teen.

HEALTH LEAGUE SUGGESTS 
TYPE OF SEX EDUCATION 


A resolution which asked that any 
program of sex instruction in the 
schools be integrated with existing 
courses was among major resolutions 
approved at the recent annual meet- 
ing of the Health League of Canada. 

The resolution said that VD is es- 
gentially a young people’s disease, it 
being estimatted that approximately 
75 per cent of all VD infections are 
acquired and spread by persons un- 
der the age of 30, and that the VD 
problem is being increasingly centred 
around youth, character training and 
education. 

It recommended that, because there 
igs now a movement afoot in Canada 
to introduce sex education in the 
schools and because it is a common 
belief that great hope in prevention 
and eradication of venereal diseases 
lies in early and sound education, 
that any program in sex instructon 
be presented in integrated form and 
correlated with existing courses. 
These courses include biology, phy- 
siology and hygiene, physical and 
health education, general science 
(nature study, botany, zoology etc.) 
psychology, home economics, litera- 
ture and composition, citizenship, 
religious instruction, social studies 
(history, human geography, social 
ethics sociology political and econ- 
omic science, cultural and social an- 
thropology, etc.) 

The resolution alse recommended 
that the term “sex” in the name of 
such a school program be avoided, 
pteference to be given to the more 
widely accepted names as “family-life 
education”, “family relations, ‘or 
‘health and human relations.” 

It also stated’ that pathological 
study of the venereal diseases in the 
schools should follow, and not pre- 
eede or accompany, the studies of 
normal sex life, and that venereal 
diseases should be dealt with among 
other communicable diseases. 

It also recommended that the teach 
ing of human relations be incorporat- 
ed in courses in physical and health 
education, and all teacher-training 
institutions, Special training for par- 
ents through university extension and 
adult education courses also was

THE FIFTH WHEEL 

‘The statement of government spending tabled by Mr. .Ilsley 
with his budget speech classifies the cost of National Selective 
Service as a war expenditure, The cost, eleven odd million 
dollars in the fiscal year 1944-45, is a small item in comparison 
with the five and a quarter billions that constitute the total 


expenditure for the year, but the time has come to consider 
whether its functions are necessary in a peace-time economy. 


An employer in a small Ontario town relates that, being in 


need of a skilled workman whom he could not find in his own 
district, he advertised in Toronto papérs. A man of good qual; 
ifications applied for the de through N.S.S and was event- 
ually hired, but before N.S.8S. gave him permission to accept 
the employer’s offer, the employment officer in charge of his 
section did his best to persuade the workman to. remain in 
Toronto, arguing that workers of his type were urgently need- 
ed by Toronto employers. It is not known whether the em- 
se ent officer concerned was erg sbectre the policy of 

5§.S..or whether he.was a native of Hamilton doing his best 
to maintain Toronto’s reputation in the smaller centres. 


If, as Hon. ©. D. Howe recently said in a radio speech, there 
are now moré jobs in Canada than there are workers to fill 
them, the usefulness of N.SS. in bringing employers and em- 
ployees together is doubtful. ‘‘Help Wanted’’ advertisements 
currently appearing in the papers now give the name of the 
advertiser, but refer applicants to the National Employment 
Service Office.'The change of name from National Selective 
Service indicates the bureaucratic intention of meddling with 
employment matters for some time to come. All that seems to 
be aecomplished by retaining N.S.S. as an intermediary be; 
tween employer and worker is loss of production by the em- 
ployer and loss of pay by the worker. 


If it is the poliey of the Toronto N.S.8. office to persuade 
workers to stay in the district although they are offered good 
jobs elsewhere: it is time that. somebody co-ordinated the 
policies of that office with those of the Emergency Shelter 
Controller. The housing shortage in Toronto and other crowd- 
ed industrial centres can be relieved either by building more 
houses or by decreasing the swollen population. Both methods 
may be eventually used fo galve the. roblems, but at the time 
of writing, the latter me seems ® promisé the speedier 
result.—The Printed Word. : 


WAINWRIGHT EMPLOYMENT 


The unemployment situation throughout our fair Dominion 
is one question that seems to be uppermost in the minds of 
many people today, and with no immediate solution in sight, 
it seems that it will be one of the biggest headaches that the 
people of Canada will have to face. By saying headache, we do 
not mean that aspirin will cure it either. It will be a question 
that is going to take a lot of patience, understanding and for- 
sight to untangle. 


One might say, oh well, how does it affect me? Well for the 
person that say just that, here is the answer, unemployment 
affects everyone, both. workers and idlers alike. 


At the present time most of the unemployed men are either 
lay offs, veterans or strikers, which when counted as a whole 
are increasing daily. Every time a boat load of returned men 
Jand on this side of the water, the problem is increased. 


To the person who says, just how does a thing like this af- 
fect Wainwright, we will try and outline some of the aspects 
that neces living can do to a little town. like our fair Wain- 
wright. 


At the present time theré are roughly speaking, anywhere 
from 12 to 20 men that are discharged from our armed servic- 
es and are unemployed, Many of these men heeded the call to 
duty, and so left the halls of learning to take their place in the 
war effort. This all adds up to the faét that many of them are 
unable to compete against the skilled labor market of either 
Wainwright or elsewhere. 


By mentioning before everybody is going to need patience. 
and perseverance, we really mean that it is going to take time 
to train and equip these men with the necessary knowledge, 
which will insure them a decent standard of living in the fut- 
ure, Of course there is Vocational Training Schools that are 
offering training to Veterans, but at the present time these 
schools are filled to capacity and no hope is in sight for some 
veterans to attend these institutions for maybe three or four 
months. What is the man going to do in the meantime, starve 
no we hardy think that he should. 


True if the government cannot put him in gainful employ- 
ment he is entitled to out-of-work benefits, in other words a 
system of relief which is hidden under another name. 


Ts this what the boys fought for? Is this the Canada that 
did such a marvelous job when asked to destroy life, property 
and health. One would think so if we did not know the true 
facts. 


You hear the old ery, that has no valid excuse—‘why 
doesn’t the government do something’’—Well friend the gov- 
ernment did do something, they outlined the finest rehabilita- 
tion system that is known throughout the world. It is now up 
to the people of Canada to put that system to work. ; 


We will have to’stress for lower retirement ages, with a 
livable pension for everybody, and make sure that the, person 
does retire when. reaching the age of say 55, which ‘s ‘still 
rather high. Married women will have to give up their places 
in offices and other employment, so that discharged women 
or men might take over and assure them of living conditions 
which they are only. expected to attain. 


Wainwright in. general, hase shown that we have been be- 
hind the beys 100% throughout the last six years, and now is 
not the time to slacken our efforts. Some of the business plac- 
es in town have hired new or former employees that have seen 
service in the army, navy or air force, but.there are still a few 
glaring examples that have not chosen to rehabilitate a man 
or woman. To you Mr. Business Man we say, think over the 
prospects of hiring a veteran.for your employment require- 
ments. In the end it will pay dividends and foster good will 
between employer and employee relations. 


“Did you have a nice Tea this after- 
hoon?” I asked my friend, Jane God- 
dard, who teaches in the third grade 
_» at Central School. “A number of 
' | mothers told me they were planning 
to attend it,” eget 


Jane had come to the library, where 


‘I work in the children’s room; so that 


we could go together to dinner at the 
home of a mutual friend. es 

Her face clouded as she replied, 
“That’s what all of the mothers told 
their children—that they were com- 
ing to the Tea~and then some of 
them. failed to appear.” 

“I'm sorry you didn’t have a good 
attendance after all of you—teachers 
and pupils—had done so much _to 
make the Mothers’ Day Tea attractive 

“We did have a good crowd,” Jane 
acknowledged. “I think to the 
mothers and to the children of the 
mothers who were there the Tea was 
worth all the effort it cost. I’m just 
feeling sorry for the children whose 
mothers disappointed them.” H 

“Tt means a great deal to a child to 
have his- mother visit his school, 
doesn’t it?” I commented: 

“More than most mothers realize,” 
Jane agreed, “One look at some of the 
disappointed little faces I saw today 
would have told them that, The worst 
part of it was that the mothers had 
promised to come, and the children 
were expecting them. Perhaps some 
of the mothers were unavoidably de- 
tained at home, but it would have 
been better had they not given a def- 
inite promise, As it was, their chiid- 
ren waited in vain all the afternoon, 
while their more fortunate friends 
welcomed their mothers and guided 
them around the building. 

“The Mothers’ Day Tea at Central 
School,” Jane explained, “is intended 
as a gift from the children to their 
mothers, Committees to arrange for 
it are chosen in each room, and we 
make an effort to give every child 
some part in the’ preparations, 

“The children in my room made 
invitations in their art class two 
weeks ago and took them home to 
their mothers. Gary Woods had never 
done good handwork, but he tried 
very hard this time and carried home 
a neatly lettered invitation, The boy 
was all smiles next morning when he 
came’ back to school. ‘Mother liked 
the invitation,’ he told me, ‘and she’s 
coming to the Tea.’ 

“One after another, almost all of 
the children gave me the same report 
—“My mother has promised to come 
to the Tea!” The few whose mothers 
were working outside their homes or 
who knew in advance that something 
would prevent their attendance had 
explained this, Those children natur- 
ally were sorry, but they would not 
suffer disappointment because they | 
were not expecting their mothers. | 


“The first part of the afternoon 
was given to a brief welcoming pro- 
gram in each room; then the children 
took their mothers to the auditorium | 
where the tea table was in readiness, 
and there all the mothers and teach- 
ers could visit with each other, Hosts 
and hostesses were stationed at the 
door of each room and in the auditor- 
ium to greét the visitors.

From being in @ front 
plaée in Canada with educational ad- 
vancement,.we are rapidly letting 
others take that honoured position, I 
do not believe that the school trustees 
of this Province are going to be con- 
teht with promises of financial ‘aid 
which are not fulfilled. The excuse 
that thé spirit is willing but the purse 
is empty is not good enough. The 
Government has done constructive 
work in haying various committees 
work on post-war reconstruction in 
relation to the various departments. 
In all of the reports I have read, I 
notice ‘this particular etatement: 
“Obviously, the purpose of the politi- 
cal system is to provide a medium 
through which the people can present 
their coherent demands in the excep- 
tation that they will be filled, etc.” 
We, as schodl trustees of this Pro- 
vince, elected by the péople to admin- 
ister a trust, have systematically arid 
consistently presented our coherent 
demands to the Government in the 
interests of the children of this Pro- 
vince, but with little success. 


May I quote from the Alberta Post- 
War Réconstruction report on educa- 
tion, page 6, in reference to selection 
and training of teachers: “Achieve- 
ment and intelligence tests applied to 
teachers-in-training on a cofitinent- 
wide: basis showed' Edmonton Normal 
School students dropping from 13tn 
place out of 304 colleges reporti«, in 
1936, to 111th place out of 253. col- 
leges reporting in 1942. In a recent 
test, one-third of the group of 16% 
students rated with the least capable 
fifth of. American high school grad- 
uates,” and on page 7 I read: “The 
sub-committée on education is of the 
opinion that the conditions affecting’ 
the supply of teachers are so bad as 
to require drastic action,” 


May I again quote from this worth- 
while report, page 10: “Rural schools 
present a special problem. The child- 
ren they serve are entitled to as mat- 
ure, well-trained and experienced 
teachers as city children. But living 
conditions described above, and the 
lower salariés paid in country schools 
work entirely against the realization 
of this right, Lower cost of living in 
rural districts has proved wholly in- 
sufficient to offset these disabilities,” 
and under “Scholarships” pages 11 
and 12, I read: “Education up to and 
including Senior Matriculation classes 


should be free to all citizens. If it is 


necessary for pupils to leave their 
places of residetce in order to attend 
high* schools or technical schools, 
they will have to be provided wit. 
boarding allowances, If pupils’ par- 
ents are not in a position to maintain 
them or to provide an adequate min 
imum of food, clothing and _ shelte: 
during the educational period, the 
State must maintain the child either 
through a system of family allowanc- 
es or by a direct allowance. for educa- 
tion purposes, Similarly, it must be 
made possible for every boy or girl 
who shows aptitude for Junior Col- 
lege or University work, 
such advanced training, by a State 
Bursary system which would exclude 


no one who possessed the ainanerid 


ability. The amount of the Bursaries 
should not be based merely on fees 
and other educational expenses, but 
on adequate maintenance.” 

With these comments the Alberta 
School Trustees’ Association entirely. 
agrees, 

In Britain over 40% of all students 
who attend universities receive finan- 
cial help through scholarships. We 
are far behind this figure in Alberta.

MEAT MATTERS 

Are you trying to budget your meat 
coupons to allow a roast for a special 
occasion? Have guests upset your 
meat calculations for the week? 
Don’t worry, say the home economists 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, serve ynrationed meats such 
as kidney, oxtails, tongue or heart, 
Here are some excellent wayd to use 
them, 

Orange Bread Pudding 

4 slices white bread 

2 tablespoons butter 
% eup orange sections or slices 

8 egg whites 
% teaspoon salt 
% cup sugar 

2 tablespoons grated orange rind 

8 egg yolks 
% cup milk 

Spread bread with butter and cut 
in cubes. Place in greased baking 
dish and arrange oranges on top, Add 
salt to egg whites and beat. until 
stiff, Gradually beat in the ugar 
and add orange rind, Beat egg yolks; 
add milk and fold into beaten egg 
whites. Pour over hread mixture and 
oven-poach in a moderate oven at 
350°F, for 40 minutes, Six servings. 

Oat Peel Pudding
